ON THE FARM 

Read this column and you can have 
it delivered at your house with some- 
thing new every week for a full year 
by sending $2.00 to this office now. 

There are acres ami acres of low lands 
in Weyinouih in which is stored more 
wealth per acre than can be dug from 
many of the gold fields of California 
and Fred Humphrey, Broad street, East 
Weymouth, is now demonstrating this 
with immeuce crops of peas, beans and 
tomatoes from soil which lias not been 
turned up for ages. Rushes aud reeds 
are not the only things which can be 
grown on our low lands. 

Horses should not lie checked lip when 
at work. 

Sometimes old strawberry beds will pay 
to keep for another fruiting. 

If more than one milker is employed do 
not converse. You or lie will have to 
stop ami ask, “What do you say?” 

Dairy farmers should not raise or buv 
timothy hay for cows. Clover or alfalfa 
are much belter as a milk producer. 

Go over ttie young apple trees and cut 
off every water sprout with a sharp knife 
close to the trunk Do it early and they 
will heal this season. 

Ilome-growu seeds, pure, free from 
weeds and found by local experience to 
aflord satisfactory yields, are generally to 
be preferred over all others. 

If the cows are poorer since going upon 
grass than before you may rest assured 
there is something wrong with them or 
their feed. 

As soon as the potatoes are planted 
and up sufficiently to cultivate, it is be- 
coming customary, and necessary, to 
spray with some poison solution to kill 
tlie bugs. 

If you sell milk breed into it Ayrshires 
or Holstcins. If you make butter for 
sale breed into the Channel island cattle. 
Never sell a heifer calf to the butcher if 
it is possible for you to raise it. 

Be careful not to overcrowd the birds 
during the hot season. Fresh air and 
cool quarters are conductive to health 
these warm days, and prevention is better 
than cure with chickens, seeing tiiat the 
best cure for a sick fowl is death. 

The charge that bees are destructive to 
the fruit on the tree is not borne out by 
tlie facts. Their tongues are formed ex- 
clusively for the extraction of sweet 
juices, aud their mandibles are unable to 
pierce tlie skin of a fruit. Grapes have 
beeu taken intact from the interior of a 
hive in which they hail been allowed to 
remain four days. A grape which had 
been smeared with honey was licked clean 
hut not injured. 

Poultry raising makes no great de- 
mands on strength, and any person of in- 
telligence may hope to make a success of 
it. But some have made the mistake of 
supposing that the business can be taken 
up on a considerable scale without any ex- 
perience. Hens lay all the way from 
none to 250 eggs a year, and it takes some 
experience to tell with what kind of heus 
and under what conditions, the upper 
limit can be reached. 

A stirring of the surface soil every few 
days and particularly after a rain, will 
put a blanket of mellow earth on the sur- 
face that will tend to keep the subsoil 
moist ami loose in a condition the most 
favorable possible for the development of 
the growing plants. It is well to remem- 
ber in tiiis connection that the circulation 
of soil air is as essential to the growth of 
the root system as soil moisture and that 
both are secured by keeping the surface 
soil properly stirred. 

“What is the use of having a lawn around 
a farm home?” is a question often asked 
by people who do not have them. Yes, 
what is the use of having a house beyond 
the demands of comfort? Some men 
who do not have law ns w ill have many 
other things not needed. A lawn adds 
i beauty to the house surroundings and it 
is indicated of the kind of man who lives 
there. A bare front yard with pigs run- 
ning here and there, old barrel hoops, 
bits of boards, broken implements and 
such like do not come within the list of 
ornamentations of a country home.— Geo. 
W. Franklin in Farm Sense.

Those whose privilege it mny be to 
Inspect a liner or other large passenger 
ship will be wise to leave their watches 
at home, says the Sheffield Telegraph. 
This may sound strange. There ls no 
fear of losing their watches, but they 
mny find their watches lose, all the 
same, nnd very considerably too. In 
the engine room, where the electric 
dynamo ls at work, the nlr ls so power- 
fully charged with electricity ns to 
affect any watch, even when carried 
In the pocket and not actually close to 
the dynamo. Engineers lnTarlably 
leave their watches in their room, nev- 
er. except by accident, carrying them 
below. 

An engineer wishing to demonstrate 
the wondrous power of the dynamo 
held an Iron hammer in his hand some 
Inches from it The dynamo drew this 
hammer from bis hand with a clang 
ns n magnet would a needle Doubt- 
less many persons who have gone lie- 
low at some time or other hflTe subse- 
quently wondered bow their watches 
have become "deranged.”

YIELDED TO EDMUNDS. 

Cleveland’s Political Foe Won After 
Hit Friends Had Failed. 

Soon after Mr. Cleveland entered the 
White House In 1885 Vice President 
Hendricks died at his home in Indlan- 
bpolis, and the president made ar- 
rangements to attend the funeral. 
Many of his social Intimates and all 
his official advisers united In an effort 
to dissuade him from making this 
twenty hour Journey, enlarging on the 
manifold risks of rail travel at all 
times nnd the spechil opportunity this 
would offer some fanatic to assassinate 
him. But he remained Immovable un- 
til within a few hours of the time set 
for closing up his business he received 
an unexpected call from Senator Ed- 
munds of Vermont 

Mr. Edmuuds was the leader of the 
Republican side of the senate nnd wes 
understood to have in preparation sev- 
eral mensures of opposition to the an- 
nounced policies of the new adminis- 
tration. But he was nlso and above all 
else nn American citizen and a patriot 
nnd his visit to his political foe was 
mode In that character. In a conver- 
sation of less thnn half an hour. In 
which he drew the curtain over all dif- 
ferences nnd disregarded all empty 
formalities of intercourse, he laid be- 
fore the president In the clear terms 
nnd logical order in which he knew so 
well how to express himself the larger 
aspects of the situation. 

As the presidential succession law 
then stood the speaker of the house 
of representatives stood next In line 
to the vice president, and next to him 
came the president pro tempore of the 
senate. The house not having organiz- 
ed since the Inauguration, no speaker 
bad been elected, and. the senate hav- 
ing failed at Its special session to 
choose a president pro" tempore to 
serve during. the recess, only one life— 
that of the president himself— stood be- 
tween the notion and administrative 
anarchy; hence, argued Mr. Edmunds, 
It was Mr. Cleveland’s duty to forego 
every other consideration and invite 
no chances of throwing upon the coun- 
try they both loved a strain such as It 
had never been subjected to before. 

The writer of these lines was seated 
in the next room while this visit was 
In progress, and be will never forget 
the president’s expression of satisfac- 
tion on comlDg out of bis office after 
the senator bad gone. He gnve orders 
at once that all preparations for his 
Journey should be suspended and de- 
clared that nothing that bad occurred 
since be entered the White House had 
so touched him as the kind solicitude 
shown by Mr. Edmunds about bis ex- 
posing himself to any peril now. The 
others who bad reasoned with him on 
the subject were men who were pre- 
sumptively friendly nnd whose chief 
anxiety seemed to be lest be sbonld 
suffer some injury to his Individual 
person or fortunes. But here was a 
man who. ns far as politics was con- 
cerned. was a hostile of hostlles. yet 
who appealed to him in behalf of the 
American people and tbelr govern- 
ment 

“That settled it” Mr. Cleveland con- 
cluded as he turned to go back to bis 
office. “After wbat Edmunds said 
there can b$ no . further question of 
where my highest obligation lies."—

Too Much Toothbrush.

Tho average person uses n 
brush too much nnd not too little. In 
addition to being careful with the 
brush, it is nlso Important to see that 
the bristles are soft nnd not hard. 
Tooth powder should be used only 
once a day." 

Many Kinds of Knives. 

An extraordinary thing about the 
cutlery trade Is the variety of knives 
made. At the Suffolk works In Shef- 
field, for instance, they have 10,000 dif- 
ferent patterns on the books. They 
make sometimes 3,000 pntterns to or- 
der nt one tima The same thing Is 
true of the large cutlery works nt So- 
lingen. In Germany. One firm has 0,000 
patterns for Germany alone. New ones 
are constantly coming out. The Suf- 
folk works have averaged ten new pat- 
terns a week for two years. This ls a 
trade that will not be standardized, 
which ls one reason why America has 
failed hitherto to compete.— Cnssler’s 
Magazine.

BALANCING THE SEXES. 


Singular, Isn’t It, th9 Way Nature 
Preserves tho Equilibrium? 

One of the most subtle and interest- 
ing problems of life, according to the 
eminent statistician aud student of 
heredity. Professor K. J. Ewart, is the 
numerical relationship of sex aud its 
iniiuei e upon the body politic. The 
woman’s rights movement is in essence 
a mathematii’u! and statistical problem, 
according to him. There is not a gen- 
eral advance of woman, as some soclol- 
ogi-bs assert There is a sudden mani- 
festation of her power, a period of su- 
premacy iiml tlen a decline of her 
status. 

The explanation Is statistical mainly. 
True, it has always been something of 
a puzzle why 'tie proportion of each 
kind, apparently with little or no un- 
derlying reason. !s produced la tiie 
right numbers. The argument that if 
such were not the case the particular 
species would not survive does not re- 
veal to us the methods by which this 
object has been achieved. That some 
mechanism must exist by means of 
which within certain limits the number 
of males and females born is regulated 
is proved by the facts of history, 
where \t<* have numerous examples of 
wars aud other social upheavals where 
males have largely suffered, and yet 
within an apparently short period of 
time, as measured by such events, a 
balance has again been established. 

Tin* sex equilibrium may be com- 
pared to that of a gyroscope, where the 
greater tin* disturbance of position 
the greater Is tiie force tending to re- 
establish its natural stand while in 
motion.— Current Literature.

The necessity of thinning apples is far 
greater than* is commonly known. The 
time to do this work would be when the 
apples arc about the size of marbles, if it 
were not for the fact that one of the ob- 
jects of thinning is to remove defective 
fruit. All apples showing stings of any 
kind, hail marks, spots of scab, spray or 
frost injury, or any other deformity, 
should he removed, even though the crop 
may be light. Evidently, this cannot be 
done properly until the fruit is nearly 
half grow n. The over loaded trees may 
be thinned first, however, taking care to 
ook for fruits whic have auy sort of 
deformity. The past season, the removal 
of half the fruit from heavily loaded 
trees was not sufilch'Dt. 

The coloring of apples is influenced 
greatly by thinning. It Is well known 
that when two pickings arc made, that 
half-colored fruits left at the first pick- 
ing will, within two or three weeks, in- 
crease in size and pnt on more color, riv- 
aling the specimens first removed. Ear- 
lier thinning accomplishes this result in a 
still more marked manner. 

Many orchards would pay back in one 
year the cost of putting them in shape, 
and several hundred per cent on value of 
land besides. In several cases, a net 
profit of four hnndred dollars per acre 
has been secured from an abandoned 
orchard. It is like reaping where one 
did not sow, to bring one of these orcb- 1 


ards into its own again. An investment 
in one of these orchards is better than 
gold mine stock, for there is no “luck" 
about it. If there is any risk about oper- 
ations of this sort, it is because of lack 
of judgement and industry. — Suburban 
Life.

Thousands of kind-hearted men injure 
their horses by overfeeding. It is not 
what the horse eats, lint what he digests, 
that counts. 

Reduce the grain as warm weather 
comes on and give more meat and hone. 
Avoid that xYhich contains a large pro- 
portion of fat- It is lean meat which 
gives the best results. It is safe to say 
that cut bone and meal make a cheaper 
ration than grain, because less is required 
to satisfy the liens, and also because in 
many places those substances cost less 
per pound than grain. If the hens have 
a grass plot, they will need lint one good 
meal a day. If they are not now laying, 
liie probability is that they are too fat, 
which happens frequently when grain is 
fed too liberally. 

Select your dairy stock by the follow- 
ing rules : 

1. Large body, and especially middle 
piece, indicating a capacity for eating 
and digesting a lot of food. 

2. Thinly fleshed backbone, and especi- 
ally back of the shoulders. This indi- 
cates that the food is not made into 
flesh. 

3. Large udder, as it is here that the 
milk is made. 

4. Large milk wells. It is through 
these t hat the blood returns to the heart 
from the udder. If they are large it indi- 
cates that a large amount of blood passes 
through tlie udder. 

5. Large, clear eyes. This indicates 
good nerves, and they drive the organs 
of digestion and milk-making 

KKW .xn.XNIMIXKII FARMS. 

Where are the abandoned farms? 

They arc chiefly in the magazines and 
newspapers. There are many empty 
farmhouses in some of the poorer parts 
of the state. Usually these houses are 
empty because the farms arc being com- 
bined so as to alloxv tlie use of machinery. 

One mower, one hay rake, oue grain 
binder, oue manure spreader will do the 
work on a 200-acre farm just as readily 
as on a 100-acre farm. The large farm 
does not require nearly twice the horses 
or labor. 

< >ur farms were laid out in the days of 
tlie scythe and grain cradle, and enough 
homes were built to accommodate the 
men required to do tlie work by hand. 
Willi the introduction of machinery fewer 
persons and consequently fewer houses 
are needed. Empty houses are commonly 
mistaken for abandoned farms. 

Some fields are abandoned because it 
does uot pay to farm them. Much land 
was cleared that was useful when work 
was done by hand that is not adapted to 
farming with harvesters, potato planters, 
etc. Much of this land is kept in perman- 
ent pasture or in forests and allowed to 
grow up to trees again.

There 
are also some vacant tenant houses on 
farms that have two lionses. Many of 
these houses are not til to use and re- 
main merely because to leaxe them is 
cheaper than to tear them dow n. Some 
good houses arc vacant nnd an equal 
numlier are being occupied 1 hat should 
lie alia intoned.

COINS UNDER WEIGHT. 

In England It’s the Duty of Thoao Who 
Get Thom to Break Them. 

It Is the duty of each loyal British 
subject not merely to refuse gold cola 
thnt is under n certain weight but to 
break it. 

“Every person,” the net rends, “shall, 
by himself or others, cut. break or de- 
faco such coin tendered to him in pay- 
ment, nnd tlie person tendering the 
same shall bear the loss.” 

But in spite of tills act it is n risky 
business interfering with coins which 
you may suspect to be under weight 
or spurious. Some months ago a Grims- 
by woman offered n half sovereign In 
payment of goods to n local shopkeep- 
er. Tlie latter put the coin In n test- 
ing machine and, ns It broke in two, 
refused to take It. 

The coin, however, xvns pronounced 
by experts to lie perfectly genuine, 
nnd when tlie case was taken into a 
court of laxv the shopkeeper was order- 
ed to refund 10 shillings to the cus- 
tomer. 

Money, both gold and sliver, wenrs 
out nt n startling rate. It Is reckoned 
that there Is usually £100.000,000 in 
gold coin in England, n very large pro- 
portion of which Is locked in the strong 
rooms of banks. Yet of that which Is 
in active circulation tlie wastage is so 
greut that during every twelve months 
£70,000 wortii of gold and silver is 
rubbed off Into fine dust.— Pearson's 
Weekly. 


PUNCTUATION. 

The Modern System Was Introduced 
by Aldus Manutius. 

Punctuation by means of stops or 
points, so ns to Indicate tlie meaning 
of sentences and assist the render to a 
proper enunciation. Is ascribed orlgl 
nally to Aristophanes, an Alexandrian 
grammarian, who lived in tlie third 
century B. C. Whatever his system 
may have been, it was subsequently 
neglected nnd forgotten, but was rein- 
troduced by Charlemagne, tlie vnrlous 
stops and symbols being designed by 
Wnrnefrled and Alculn. 

The present system of punctuation 
wns Introduced in the lntter part of the 
fifteenth century by Aldus Manutius, a 
Venetian printer, who was responsible 
for our period, colon, semicolon, com- 
ma, marks of Interrogation nnd excla- 
mation, parenthesis and dnsb, hyphen, 
apostrophe nnd quotation marks. These 
were subsequently copied by other 
printers until their nse became univer- 
sal 

Most ancient languages were Inno- 
cent of nny system of punctuation. We 
find In many early mauscrlpts that 
the letters are placed at equal distances 
apart, with no connecting link between, 
even in the matter of spacing, an ar- 
rangement which must have rendered 
reading nt Bight Bomewhat difficult 

Strict School Rules. 

John Wesley held that school chil- 
dren should do without holidays alto- 
gether. When he opened Klngswood 
school In 1748 be announced that “the 
children of tender parents, so called, 
have no business here, for the rules 
will not be broken in favor of any 
person whatsoever. Nor is any child 
received unless his parents agree that 
be shall observe all the rules of the 
bouse and tbnt tbey will not take him 
from school, no. not for n day. till 
they take him for good nnd all.” Fur- 
ther, no play days were permitted, and 
no time was ever allowed for play on 
tho ground tbnt be who plays when 
be Is n child will play when he be- 
comes n man. Every Friday the chil- 
dren had to work till 3 In the after- 
noon without breaking their fast.- 
London Chronicle.

An Umpire Who Saved Baseball. 

"Umpires are brave men -at least tbe 
great majority of tbem. One of tbe 
bravest things 1 ever saw was tbe act 
of Rllly Evans on tbe old White Sox 
grounds In Chicago.” writes Hugh Ful- 
lerton In tbe American Magazine. “On 
tbat pork there wus a tier of seats 
known as tbe 'stockyards.' In which 
gathered one of the most dangerous 
crowds (for umpires) In tbe country. 
They were regulars who occupied tho 
same seats almost every day and who 
fought for them. Tbe seats, of course, 
were not reserved, but hundreds claim- 
ed a title to certain placet. They paid, 
their quarters, and If any one wa^ Ji), 
tbe place and refused to move he was 
tossed out aud thrown over tbe beads 
of tbe crowd to the bottom. That 
crowd started after Evans, who bad 
given a close decision at third bam 
against Chicago. Evans walked over 
on to foul grcaind back of first base; 
and a shower of bottles tell around 
him. It looked as If a hundred, men. 
were throwing bottles at tbe umpire. 
One bottle touched bis cap, several 
bounded and struck him, one hit him 
on tbe arm. During this bombardment 
Evans did not tarn his bead. He stood 
watching tbe batter. For at least three' 
minutes tbe bottles whistled around 
bis bead. Tbe people In tbe grand' 
stand shouted for him to run. fearing 
he would be killed. Tbe players bog- 
ged him to move Into the diamond 
out of range. He stood still with back 
to bis foes until tbe batter made a 
base bit, then trotted down near sec- 
ond base to watch for a play there As 
tbe opposing team took tbe field a few 
momenta later Evans walked to tbe 
same position bock of first base, and 
tbs crowd that bad tried to kill him 
■tood op and cheered him. They rec- 
ognized a brave man. One fellow 
threw a bottle, and tbe crowd pitched 
him down tbe steep steps, passing him 
along until be bit tbe fence. 

“The nerviest decision and one of 
tbe moat Important ever made was 
that of Umpire O’Day In tbe world's 
championship game between Chicago 
and Detroit on Oct A 1007, the first 
game of tbe series which finally ended 
In a tie In twelve Innings. In tbe elev- 
enth Inning Chicago actually scored tbe 
winning run ouly to lose It through tbe 
decision of O'Day. a Chicago man aDd 
a National leaguer. Slagle was on 
third base and started borne with the 
ball back of third in left field. Tbe 
ball was thrown borne and arrived 
after Slagle bod crossed tbe plate and 
was nearly to the bench. Stelnfeldt, 
who bod been batting, was excited, 
and when tbe ball was thrown to tbe 
plate, wild and wide, be Jumped and 
let It bit bis shoulder and prevented 
Schmidt from catching it O’Day, in 
spite of tbe fact that Slagle bad crossed 
tbe plate and tbat there wasn’t a 
chance to put him out. called him out 
because of Stelnfeldfs Interference. 

"There was a close decision at Cleve- 
land one day when Tim Hurst, widely 
known as the *Bcrappy amp,’ was of- 
ficiating. Burkett was trying to score 
from second on a hit Tbe catcher 
failed to touch bis foot, but touched his 
knee, and Cleveland clnlmed the foot 
reached tbe rubber before the ball 
reached the knee. Hurst called him 
out, and In the wrangle tbat followed 
expelled Pat Tebeau, O’Connor and 
Burkett from tbe game. Then he put 
tbem off tbe grounds. They left tbe 
playing Inclosure, but all three bad 
their heads over a gate shouting at 
Hurst and urging the other players to 
avenge them. Tebenu shouted to good 
old Deacon Maguire, who was catch- 
ing. *Get after him. Jim!* Hurst 
beard, but wna not lu position to reply. 
Maguire heard and waited until be 
thought Hurst miscalled a strike. Then 
be rushed at the umpire at top speed. 
Hurst stood stilL When Maguire 
came near enough Hurst kicked him 
on tbe shins and poked bis mnsk Into 
his face. Maguire fell back, astonish- 
ed. 'If you don't like It, Jim.' said 
Hurst softly, ‘give It to Tat 1 merely 
punched you vicariously.’ 

"They are “square men,' these um- 
pires. forced to be a bit gruff and to 
fight, but tbetr devotion to tbelr work 
and tbelr bonest effort to discharge 
tbelr dntles mark tbem as men of 
high Integrity. And they are ’game.'

All they wanted him 
to say was *1 didn’t see It’ Upon 
those words bang tbe fate of a cham- 
pionship, tbe fntnre of a major league 
and tbe honesty of baaebalL Tbe um-

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Due evening in the early part of tho 
last ceutury 11 man alighted from the 
dally until coach before the Royal 
Arms. In Londonderry, Ireland. The 
porter took down a large trunk, or. 
rather. Ironhound box such ns was 
frequently used by travelers in those 
days, and carried it into the Inn. 
The man was dressed in the costume 
of the period-n heaver flat, the crown 
sloping toward the top; a “splketail” 
green coat with snuff colored knee 
breeches, rutUed shirt nnd shoes with 
silver buckles. Ills face was cleanly 
shaveu. 

The stranger entered his name ns Al- 
gernon Perkins nnd wns nssigned to 
room No. 2i>. on the second floor. 
Drawing out his wallet, he counted out 
100 sovereigns i$500i nnd deposited 
them with the landlord for safe keep- 
ing. He then went to his room, order- 
ing his supper to be sent up to him. 

About 10 o'clock the same night a 
man with a fiery red beard, a beaver 
hell crown hat, a buff coat with flow- 
ing skirt nnd trousers, recently In 
fashion, tight to the skin nnd strapped 
over his Instep, entered the same Inn, 
gave Ills name ns David Brough and 
called for a room. 

“I should like my old rooms,” he 
said. “Nos. 25 nnd 2G.” 

The landlord failed to remember the 
man, but, not caring to admit the fact, 
told him that No. 2G was occupied, 
but 25 was vacant With an expres- 
sion of dissatisfaction at not getting 
both rooms he accepted the substitute. 
Then lie went upstairs. 

Later Mr. Brough In his nightshirt 
opened his door, called a porter who 
was passing through the hall, slipped 
a half sovereign Into his hand and 
said to him: 

“I’m to go off In the Royal mall ear- 
ly In the morning and wish my trunk 
to he ready to lift on to the coach. 
Carry it down and leave it in the hall 
below, near the front door.” 

The porter pocketed the tip, car- 
ried the trunk downstairs and placed 
it beside t lie front door. The landlord, 
who was nodding behind the bar, 
roused himself and asked what he was 
doing. The porter told him that a 
gentleman who was going early In the 
morning had ordered him to place the 
trunk where It would he ready. The 
lnndlord soon after took up a candle 
nud went to Ills rooms. 

At 5 o'clock lu the morning a milk- 
man, stopping at the Royal Arms to 
deliver milk, saw a man with a red 
heard emerge from the front door of 
the inn carrying a heavy trunk under 
the weight of which he staggered and 
pass down the street. The milkman 
delivered the inn’s morning supply of 
milk and drove away, thinking no 
more of the matter. 

At It) o’clock the same morning a 
housemaid reported to the landlord 
that the gentleman In 2G had not left 
his room; that she had listened at the 
door without hearing any sound, and 
she believed the room was vacant The 
landlord went to the room with her, 
knocked and. receiving no reply, kick- 
ed open the door. 

The room was found vacant and In 
confusion. It communicated with No. 
25, that bad been taken by Mr. Brough, 
nnd as no one remembered to have 
seen that gentleman since the night 
before the landlord tapped on the door 
between the two rooms. Receiving no 
reply, he opened the door, went into 
the room and found that the bed had 
not been slept In. Bloodstains were 
found on the towels. 

Subsequently the porter told how he 
had been paid a large fee by the oc- 
cupant of No. 25 to carry down his 
trunk, nnd the landlord remembered 
that No. 25 had no luggage. Then 
came the milkman and told of having 
scon a man iu a buff suit carrying a 
trunk out of the inn early in the morn- 
ing. Lastly the landlord remembered 
that he had a hundred sovereigns of 
Mr. Perkins’ money in his strongbox. 

The ense excited a great deal of at- 
tention in the country roundabout 
Peculiar circumstances connected with 
It contributed to fire the public curi- 
osity. Did Mr. Brough go to the ho- 
tel purposely to murder Mr. Perkins? 
Who was Perkins, and who was 
Brough? Did Brough get a sufficient 
amount to pny him for killing n man 
nnd forever after being bunted by the 
police and haunted by his conscience? 
The favorite theory was that Brough 
knew that Perkins had a hundred sov- 
ereigns on his person; that he had fol- 
lowed him to the inn, taken a room 
communicating with Perkins' room, 
entered the latter daring the night, 
murdered Perkins, packed the body 
In Perkins’ trunk and carried it away 
the next morning. But Brough was 
probably unaware that Perkins had 
deposited tlie money with the land 
lord nnd probably after all missed 
what he was after. 

Since no one knew where Mr. 
Brongb bad gone— and there were no 
trained detectives In those days— there 
was nothing to do but wait for In- 
formation to come of itself. It was 
learned In a few days that a gentle- 
man carrying h!s own trunk outside 
the city had stopped the coach going 
northward and been taken on The 
mnn wore a buff suit nnd had n red 
benrd. He wns believed to be Brough 

but after tracing him through several 
towns the trail was lost. 

If there wns anything wanting in 
the matter of circumstantial proof thnt 
Perkins bad been murdered It was 
supplied by the fact that his hundred 
sovereigns remained with the land 
lord. lie neither called for It nor did 
any one present an order for It. And 
yet there were persons who believed 
that If he had been murdered his fam 
lly would make t lie fact known that 
be was missing. No person in the 
country rohndnbout nor Indeed In 
Ireland was reported missing, but 
communication In those days was 
very slow, and news traveled neither 
fast nor far. Since no further knowl- 
edge wns gained as to the Identity of 
eithrr Brough or Perkins, after awhile 
Interest in the case died down, and It 
was at last forgotten. 

About the time this curious case 
was the talk In nnd around London- 
derry. Ireland, u mysterious robbery 
occurred In London. England. Edith, 
daughter of Edward Trelawney. was 
about to he married, and her father 
bad drawn from his bankers £3.000 for 
her dowry that he might have it ready 
for the settlements which were to be 
made the next day. Not having a safe 
In the bouse, be placed it under bis 
pillow. In tbe morning it was gone. 

He expected to find that some one 
of his servants bad disappeared during 
tbe night, bnt on going downstairs be 
found the butler setting the table for 
breakfast, the housemaid dusting in 
tbe library and the cook in tbe kitchen. 
These were tbe only servants kept, 
and there was no one else In tbe bouse 
who could have taken the money. Tbe 
matter wns reported to tbe police, but 
in those days the machinery for bunt- 
ing np criminals wblcb exists today 
was unknown, nnd all bope of recor-

Thomas Nolan, 
had ~i n il' ll in. '.In ine mid required cap 
Itai to -e! linn up >u hi-; profession 
lie won lit receive 1 1 0.IXK) from his fa- 
ther al i lie latter's death, hut not till 
then, and II lie married Miss Trelawney 
without a dot his father would cut 
film off from Ids inheritance. The loss 
of what was to have been her dowry 
broke off the match. 

Not long after lids rupture between 
two lovers Anthony Barton, who had 
for a long while been madly In love 
wilh Miss Trelawney. renewed or at- 
tempted to renew Ids attentions to her. 
But she would have nothing to do with 
him. He was a persistent fellow, and 
It was difficult for her to get rid of 
him. In order to help his case he told 
her father that he had inherited £M,000 
from an uncle who had died In Amer- 
ica. But even this failed, for. while 
the daughter did not love Barton, her 
father had a very poor opinion of him.

RESEMBLES A MERMAID. 

II the Dugong Had Long Hair It

SICKROOM PLANTS. 

Why They Should Be Put Out of Doers 

During th* Night. 

In bis random suggestions to bis 
students, printed In tbe Medical Rec- 
ord, Robert II. M. Dawbaru. M. D., 
tells why It Is considered best not to 
keep flowers or growing plants In a

I sickroom at night Flowers give off 
| moisture taken np from the soil; hence 
air liecomes somewhat humid If many 
—particularly growing plants— nre kept 
In the room Flowers having a metli 
oil of breathing, they use lip the oxy- 
gen ns human ts’lugs do nnd In ex 
change give off carbonic dioxide ns 
waste matter 

The action of sunlight upon the 
stems, leaves nnd nil green parts of 
flowers Is to store carbonic dioxide 
within the plants nnd release oxygen. 
Thus In daylight there Is n fair bal- 
ance between the carbonic dioxide nnd 
the oxygen given and taken, leaving 
neither good nor 111 results. But dur- 
ing tho entire night the plant contin- 
ues to breathe, and until the return of 
daylight the oxygen Is used Just like 
an nddltlonnl person breathing In the 
room, thus leaving less oxygen for the 
use of the invalid. Therefore the 
standing order to remove all plants* 
nnd flowers at night Is based niton the 
facts of plant physiology and Is right 

Chateaubriand's Early Struggles. 

A new discovery has been made 
about Chateaubriand— nothing less 
titan that he once sold stockings on 
commission. It was In 17W. when he 
wns still an officer In the royal serv- 
ice. He had a debt of honor, amount- 
ing to £200. He wrote to a distant 
relative, one T.n Momndnls, who man- 
ufactured stockings In Switzerland, 
appealing for help on the ground that 
ho must either pay that debt or blow 
his brains out I-t Mornndals. Instead 
of sending him money, sent him H51) 
dozen pairs of stockings, offering him 
a liberal commission If he would sell 
them nmong his distinguished friends. 
He gratefully accepted the offer and 
succeeded Iti disposing of the mer- 
chandise. There ls reason to believe 
that he managed to plant n good deal 
of it on the stores department of his 
own regiment.— Westminster Gazette.

Shoe Industry, 


It lias Ihth ii 't«*(*i'lrtllv “nip wtft'k in 
till" shoe trade. Tht* heat Imu affected 
both maniifiu-inrering and selling effort!* 
A shoe and leather fair in Boston, ami one 
coming alone jn New V < » r k next week ha* 
had an inttin nce on buyer-, and as this is 
the time of year when factories shorten 
hours to make repairs and improvements, 
the activities of the shoe and leather in- 
dustries are by no means pronounced. 

The Shoe and Leather fair in Boston 
has been conducted w ith interest and value 
to tile trade. Buyers have had an excel- 
lent opportunity to look over styles; com- 
pare designs and study prices and prom- 
ises. i'he New York fair will hareasini- 
ilar result on the trad*- that centres in ami 
uoes out from that city . A fter these fairs 
are over it may lie expected that the busi- 
ness will come dow ii to real effort, and 
decisive results be seen. 

Owing to the combination of circum- 
stances tin- liltiiiiifactiiring trade has not 
been remarkable; rather, it has haen light 
and leather-buyini>|has fallen off aceoril- 
ingly, and frices of leather have been ir- 
regular. 

Buyers of shoes who have been study- 
ing samples much have become impressed 
with the tendency of designs of women's 
goods to get away from the trail of the 
men’s shoes in w hich they have been fol- 
lowing, and to become more womanish. 
There has been a tendency, begun not so 
long ago, to make women's shoes as near 
like men’s as possible. The athlectic wo- 
man has had some mannish characteristics 
in the use of her feet. In trying to keep 
up with men in sports and travels it 
seemed necessary to have shoes cipial to 
the task; wo thedesigns have followed the 
lines of the masculine article. Now the 
feminine is coming hack in the designs, 
and, as the use of fabrics has become so 
common and the fabric shoe is not very 
prominent in a man’s outfit, the in- 
dm eineut has been, very naturally, to 
evolve a boot or shoe for women that 
would lie thoroughly characteristic and 
harmonious. Hence the velvet, silk and 
satin shoes and the temptation, into which 
designers have fallen, to make “millinery” 
as common in connection with women's 
shoes as w iih her hats. 

It is believed among some mam factur- 
ers that a new Meld of trade is opened by 
the “millinery” shoe, and while it is not 
intended to multiply styles, a variety of 
designs may be offered, and such designs 
as will appeal to the feminine taste, to 
such an extent as to increase the market 
of real womanish goods. 

It is reported that some manufacturers 
expect a return to a market for short top- 
ped boots; those having six or eight but- 
tons, instead of the sixteen to twenty 
buttons as are possible under the present 
rule of short scant skirts, lint it is evident 
that the short skirt is not to be immedi- 
ately longthened, that it has good points 
and the boot with considerable leg to it 
will be useful for a while. Meanwhile 
there is a Held for the designer to produce 
a variety of decorated lines, whereon 
bows, buckles ami ornaments llourish in 
profusion. 

It is probable that the retailers’ figures 
of sales for the past week will show a 
difference from other weeks on account 
of the hot weather, hut’now that the va- 
cation period is developing the sale of 
necessities will In- unremitting and w hile 
shoes will Mud their place; the demand 
for while dressings grows, showing that 
the while shoe is considered a necessary 
factor in a summer outfit Boston Trans- 
cript.

At N"i year* of age Major W H. Gilder- 
sleeve passed away a; Watertown on 
the 12ib, and on Friday, be being a mem- 
ber of Post ,V> of Weymouth, funeral ser- 
vices were held at 1 lie soldiers" lot in Fair- 
mount cemetery and burial took place. 

W. II (tildersleeve enlisted iu Co. E. 
7th Keg. WI*. ami following are some of 
tin- tilings said of him : 

••lie wa* the officer uuiformly called 
upon to select aud lay out the regimental 
camping grounds, lie has been Id com- 
mand of gallant Co. K, which company 
leudered me such noble and efficient ser- 
x ic.-s ill the battle of Gettysburg, l’a., 
t-i ni ing tin- battle flags of the regiment 
rally lug aro-ind aud saving me from cap- 
ture after I was wounded in one of the 
most lerritJr and stuhtMirn charges ou 
teeord in tin- military history of the world 

"In the *aid battle of .Gettysburg, Pa. 
on the 2.1 day of July, lsi>3, the rebels of 
Gen. Ewell’s corps were charging our liue* 
on Culps hill with great determination.

He, said Gild- 
t-rsli-eve put sight up anotln-r notch and 
tired No re|Hirt of Ueb’s gun. Soon 
two men come with a stretcher and carry 
-iff a man. either killed or wounded. No 
more sharp* hooting in our front.

Everything is progressing smoothly 
and rapidly, hoih at the plant and on the 
streets The concrete foundations of the 
relief holdi-t, the generator house aud the 
boiler room have hern completed. The 
xvitll* of tile engine room are now ready 
for tin- brickwork. This will be started 
Monday. July 21. Considerable grading 
Im* been required about the grounds of 
tlie plant, aud this has lakeu much time, 
a* tin- soil i* hard and rocky. 

Twelve thousand feel of main* have 
been laid, six thousand of it since July 10.

LOVE AFFAIR

One morning some three centuries 
tt go. when Floretu*. Italy, ruled by 
Duke CuHimo de Madid, was divided 
among a number of powerful families, 
the Ducbess Kleauora. attended by 
couriers, was driven from the Pltti 
palace across the bridge called tbe 
Ponte Vecchlo. spanning the river Ar 
no. into the main part of tbe city. Be- 
side the duchess sat a young girl noted 
especially for her fair complexion and 
golden hair. Frofn an upper window 
overlooking the bridge a young tnan 
looked down on the cavalcade. About 
stood a crowd of persons dividing their 
glances between the young man nnd 
the yonng girl beside the ducbess. nis 
eyes were riveted on ,her. while she 
glanced up at him. .They were known 
to be lovers, all Florence sympathized 
with them, and the crowd had collect- 
ed to observe this lovers* look that 
passed between them.

But thld young man- was 
killed In battle.- , " ' V’ 

When Mnddaiena came to a mar 
ringeable nge a love-affair came about 
between her nnd Lodovico Cnpponl. 
who owned a villa In the country ad- 
joining one of her own. It wns a 
grand passion on lK)th sides, nnd the 
• flame was fanned fey opposition. Mad 
dn lona’s stepfather, still bent on keep 
Ing his fortune In his own family, per 
shaded Duke Cositno to forbid the mar- 
riage. Despite her own. her mother’s 
and her lover’s protests nnd entreat les 
the girl was placed In a convent 

Lodovico was a fiery young man, nnd 
It was hoped by tbe stepfather that he 
would commit some act of violence 
which would afford an excuse to ban- 
ish him. lock him op or otherwise dls 
pose of him. Bnt tiie lover displayed 
more self control thnn had been ex- 
pected and refused to give his enemy 
the coveted opportunity. 

Maddalena's mother told the story of 
her daughter's love and misfortunes to 
the duchess and succeeded in Interest- 
ing her. The affair was known to all 
Florentines, who were a poetic and 
artistic people easily moved by a story 
of love. Moreover, they feared that 
If the duke was able to prevent this 
marriage he would prevent others. 
Therefore, though ’all the power to 
keep the lovers apart was on one side, 
all the sympathy was on the other. 

The dnebess finally succeeded In per- 
suading her husband to permit ber to 
Invite Maddalena to visit her for a 
few days at the palace. Instead of 
days she remained months. Bnt the 
struggle to compel her to resign her 
lover was not given up. Indeed, her 
invitation came In order to unite her 
with another suitor. By the duke's 
order Lodovico was never mentioned 
except in contempt while Slglsmondo 
dl Rossi, a favorite of the duke, was 
always spoken of with the highest 
praise. 

Lodovico. not being permitted to visit 
the girl be loved, rented n bouse over- 
looking the Ponte Vecchlo, from which 
he could look down upon her nnd re 
ceive her return gihnce whenever she 
crossed the bridge-wlth the duchess. 

It was one of Jtbese occasions that 
hns been described nt the opening of 
this story, a scene that would not like- 
ly have happened anywhere except in 
the city of the medieval Italian poets 
and painters whose nnmes and works 
are pnrt even of the present nge. The 
bridge that Mnddaiena crossed stands 
today, traversed dally by thousands of 
Florentines nnd tourists. 

Perhaps no Incident In the history 
of Florence can so well express the 
difference between that age. that peo- 
ple and this. Fancy a crowd at the 
entrance of a park in an American 
city, Washington for instance, wait- 
ing to see nn heiress driven out with 
the president’s wife, her lover stand- 
ing nt the window of u bouse he has 
hired for the express purjfse of see- 
ing his ladylove go by. That age 
has passed, but romance still exists 
and Is as deep set In human nature as 
ever. While tbe people of that day 
were Interested in individual cases, 
we now find Its expression in "best 
sellers." Have we’ not In this respect 
degenerated? 

Whether It was that the duke, who 
wns only interested In Salviati’s plans 
through friendship for him. found that 
he was playing a losing game for him- 
self. becoming unpopular, or whether 
he met nn undercurrent of opposition 
from those prominent families who 
feared bis power to Interfere In their 
own affairs. Is not recorded, but In 
any event his opposition suddenly col- 
lapsed. One morning at daylight an 
old womuD apjtenred at Lodovloo's 
bedside uud awakened him with some 
astonishing and delightful news. Khe 
bore a message from the duchess. 
Ixtdovlco wns summoned to the palace 
to take Mnddaiena away with him and 
prepare for an Immediate marriage. 

The lover bounded out of bed nnd 
began tbe preparations at once, going 
as soon as he waff dressed to the pal 
ace. All Florence was Interested in 
the wedding, which took place nt the 
house from which the lover bad so 
often looked down oh bis mistress, 
bnt since It was not large enough the 
ptaxsa 00 'Which tt stood was Inclosed 
for d ballroom,

THE BLANKET FISH. 

This Dreaded Sea Monster Wrap* It* 
Body Around Ita Prey. 

Tbe manta, or blanket fish. Is com- 
mon to the warm parts of the Pacific. 
Around the Mexican penal colony on 
Tres Marlas Islands, not very fnr from 
Manzanillo. It Is one of the most effi- 
cient guards for the prisoners Incar- 
cerated there. Not a man hns ever been 
known to escape from this dreaded 
prison by swimming. No sooner does 
a human body strike the water thnn a 
school of these monsters appear, flying 
like giant bats through the sea. They 
throw themselves od the hapless swim- 
mer, crushing him to tbe bed of tbe 
sen. and there suck the flesh from his 
bones with their powerful mouths. 

Tbe mnnta grows to mammoth di- 
mensions. though the one which I saw. 
says a writer in the Wide World Mag- 
azine. wns comparatively small, not 
weighing over two or three tons and 
not being more than fifteen feet 
across. The fish is nearly square In 
outline, the wings forming great right 
angles, which stretch out from the 
body, giving It n rectangular appear- 
ance. The fish swim by dapping these 
wings nnd nre sometimes called “sea 
bats" on this account.

For this 
reason they nre the most dreaded by 
dlx-ers of all the dwellers in the sea, 
and the diver’s life Is not without Its 
perils, take my word for that.

Neither Can He Ever Die. According to 
British Law. 

It Is it curious |Hiiut of British law 
that the king never dies. or. to put It 
In another wny. It would be useless for 
any barrister to nrgue that the ruler’s 
predts-essors have really died, since the 
utmost the law will admit Is that there 
tuny lie it "demise of the crown.” mean- 
ing. of course, simply that there bas 
been a transfer of the royal authority 
irom one person to another. 

It Is u maxim that "the king can do 
no wrong." and under the law be 
would not be held personally responsi- 
ble for any crime or ’’tort*’ that he 
chose to commit at any time. At any 
rate, we are assured by high constitu- 
tional authorities that the law should 
actually and literally be so construed 
end that the statutes bold that any in- 
jury his majesty might Inflict upon a 
subject must be ascribed to the king’s 
advisers, one thing seems to be cer- 
tain. and that Is that his majesty can 
under no dreumstnnees whatsoever be 
arrested. Nor. moreover, could his 
goods be distrained or taken In execu- 
tion should be fail to meet his liabili- 
ties. 

A quaint feature of British law Is 
that In theory the king to present at 
the law court at every sitting, though 
he might In point of fact actually be on 
the continent or elsewhere. It follows, 
therefore, that tt is impossible to non- 
suit him ns plaintiff should he not put 
in on appearance when his case to 
called, since the law specifically states 
thut the king Is there. In a similar 
sense the king Is always constructively 
present In parliament, though he be 
In fact thousands of miles from his 
shores.

The Native Gueets Steal All the Eat- 
ables Within Reach. Which They 
Pass Over to Croxwds of Waiting 
Relatives Gathered on tho Outside. 

Tlie principal native foods of Samoa 
• re bananas, breadfruit, taro, fish and 
pork. Bananas prepared “Fa Samoa’’ 
would not appeal very strongly to nn 
epicurean taste, for they nre gathered 
utirliH* and baked under heated stones, 
ns all Samoan cooking ts accomplished. 
A Im kill green banana favors some- 
what a roasted chestnut, but not 
enough to cntise any mistake between 
1 the two. 

The breadfruit, tn my estimation. 

; appeals more strongly to a white 
. man’s taste than nny other Samoan 
, foocL The large, mealy balls nre bnk- 
: ed. broken open nnd enten, usually 
with one or other of the two Samoan 
unucos pnlusnml nnd fnt-nl. Pnlu- 
snml ls made from the young shoots 
of the tnro plant, coconnut milk 
and sen water. Fal-nl Is evaporated 
coconnut milk. The milk ts poured 
Into n leaf, the ends nnd edges tied at 
tlie top. and It ts then bnked until the 
water evaporates, leaving a thick 
cream, which Is very rich nnd quite 
palatable. Faro ls the root or bulb 
of n plant w hich is an exact counter- 
part of what we call "elephant ear" in 
the United States nnd ts somewhat 
j like a yam. but Inclined to be stingy 
! or shreddy. The Inside of a bnked faro 
j bull) Is very solid and of n bluish tint. 
The fish needs no explanation. 

Pork ts the supreme deilcncy, accord- 
ing to the Samoan mind, nnd It ts al- 
ways enten tn a hnlf cooked stnte. 
Since n Snmonn will sell his birthright 
for a piece of pig. one-half grown ls 
worth $30 or $40 nnd will always find 
a market: therefore tt ls easily seen 
that pork can tie afforded only on hol- 
iday occasions. The Samoan method 
of killing a pig ts unique. The ani- 
mal’s feet are tied together, and It ls 
laid upon Its bnck. Then two large, 
heavy natives place a 2 by 4 scantling 
across Its neck, after which they seat 
themselves one on each end of the 
scantling 

As the unfortunnte pig ts slowly 
strangled to death Ills heartless execu- 
tioners calmly talk politics. The rea- 
son for strangulation in putting a hog 
to death Is simply this; A pig ls held 
In such high esteem that it breaks the 
Samoan heart to see even the blood 
being wasted. The blood ls used In 
conjunction with the fatty parts of the 
entrails and when bnked forms some 
kind of pudding. I have never tast- 
ed this kind ot pudding myself, but n 
Samoan will tell you that It ls simply 
delicious, and I am willing to take his 
word for it. Even the cleaned entrails 
are utilized, and right here In Samoa 
we can again bring into use the Chi- 
cago stockyard phrase thnt "only the 
squeal is lost." 

1 xvell remember tlie first nnd only 
Samoan feast I ever had the pleas 
ure of attending. I received an invi- 
tation one day from a Samoan whose 
friendship 1 had formed to attend a 
feast the following night which he 
xvas giving to dedicate Ills nexv home. 
There xvere several white men present 
nnd about fifty natives. We were ar- 
ranged In two rows facing each other, 
silting cross legged, and In front of 
each was a small mat on xvliich was a 
profusion of food. Including a lupe 
(or pigeon i. a piece of pork (pnlusnml). 
taro (breadfruitt— In fact, everything 
which goes to make a Samonu feast- 
all to be washed down with coconnut 
milk. I had taken two or three 
mouthfuls of the pigeon when 1 no- 
ticed that there was a ring of natives 
each xvitli a basket waiting impatiently 
Just outside tin* house. As I turned to 
tin* man on my right for tlie purpose 
of asking why these people wore ns 
scmhled outside 1 sensed a movement 
In close proximity on my left. Turning 
quickly aroiiiul. I was just tn time to 
catch a farewell glimpse of my line 
supper being dumped bodily into one 
of those xvaiting baskets. I saw at 
once the reason for that overflow meet- 
ing outside. The woman who sat next 
to me bad taken a favorable opportu- 
nity when my bnck wns turned to plek 
! up my mat and dispose of my meal to 
her waiting relative, who had attend- 
ed the overflow meeting with a bas- 
ket. 

Then ensued a conglomerated scram- 
ble, and the feast was turned into a 
scene of wild disorder ns each native 
strove to outdo his neighbor In secur- 
ing the most food to send home. The 
strategy, flank movements and tact 
thnt they exhibited tinder the inspiring 
grab game so far provoked my comedy 
hump thnt i wns more than repaid for 
the loss of my supper in watching 
their energetic struggles to obtain food 
gratis 

1 xvas afterward informed thnt the 
spectacle I had witnessed wns simply 
the nntuni! course of a Samoan feast, 
that they always ended the same wny 
■ nd ! wns indeed fortunate to have 
secured a taste or so of my pigeon.— 
I.os Angeles Times.

The Favorite Battle Chargar of Stone- 
wall Jackson. 

Among the many battle steeds ridden 
during the xvar hetween the states by 
tin* celebrated Confederate Corps Com- 
mander Stonewall Jackson of Leo's 
army his favorite wns a charger affec- 
tionately named Little Sorrel by the 
Second corps of the Army of Virginia. 
He xvas about fifteen hands and, as 
General Longstreet said to the writer, 
strongly resembled, except In color. 
President Zachary Taylor's Old Whltey 
of the Mexican war Jackson rode him 
at Bull Run, Winchester. Cellar Moun- 
tain. Manassas. Antletnm. Harpers 
Ferry. Fredericksburg nnd on many 
other battlefields. He mounted Little 
j Sorrel for the Inst time at Chancellors 
! vlllo May 2, ISiIB. and In the battle wns 
mortally wounded by his own men nnd 
died a week Inter. 

General Bradley T Johnson of Mary- 
land In n letter to the present writer 
remarks: "Jackson was nn ungainly 
horseman, and when he rode by the 
troops Little Sorrel would strike off on 
a run. The general would pull off his 
cap and ride bareheaded nt full speed 
past miles of shouting Confederates. 
Tlie saying wns when you heard that 
yell liefore or behind yon on the march. 
‘There goes old Jack on a rabbit’ 
When the soldiers started a rnhblt 
they’d scare him to death with yell 
Ing.” 

Little Sorrel died at the Soldiers’ 
home near Richmond at the age of 
thirt.v-si.x years nnd Is now to be seen, 
like Sheridan’s Winchester, carefully 
preserved in a .glass case after being 
prepared by a skillful taxidermist at 
Lexington. Va.— James Grant Wilson

The key was the visible sign 
of this freedom— the city gates, closed 
nt sunset against the stranger nnd the 
foe. opened to the burgess' key at all 
hours, ns the door of his own home.—

When the flame turns to yellow 
ho may proceed with caution, only ns 
the wny Is seen-- t nnd' known to be 
clear, keeping" In tnlnd':that when tho 
fusee changed from red to yellow he 
was exnctly three minutes behind n 
preceding train, which piny tiuve stop- 
ped within a short distance or mny 
be proceeding at an unusually slow 
rato of speed." 

Tlie superintendent of the Shore line 
division, another branch of tho same 
railroad, gives this additional detail re- 
garding torpedoes: a; 

“When a train stops.jipon the mnln 
line nnd requires..- pmOct '.on against 
a following iraln the flagman goes back 
a specified distance nnd places one tor 
pedo. no then contfrfues a farther 
distance hack, placing two torpedoes. 
As soon ns the train he is protecting is 
ready to start tho engineer blows a 
siieclfied whistle signal, which Is a 
notice to the tlagmun to return to his 
train. On the way hack he picks up 
the one torpedo, leaving two on the 
rail to warn the engineer of an ap- 
proaching train that another train 1s a 
short distance nheAd nnd to give the 
flagman time to run t>nck nnd get 
ubonnl of his own train.” 

Of tho use of fireworks as signals In 
the navy the chief of the bureau of 
construction nnd repair of the navy de- 
partment. Washington, makes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“All ' modem ships . are fitted with 
electric signals, and the* use of such 
signals Is general In tlie nnval service. 
In the case of smnll vessels having no 
electric installntloh and nlso for use In 
case of the failure of the electric sig- 
nals tho navy hns a system of colored 
stars in connection with rockets for 
the purpose of signaling. 

“These an* In no sense the ordinary 
commercial fireworks, but ure inniiu 
factored by the' service for unval use 
exclusively 

“There an* no photographs of this 
system of signals for dLstxIbutlon. The 
apparatus consists of a specially de- 
signed pistol from which are tired car- 
tridges containing the colored stars 
that are used in the service code.”— 
New York Mail.

CURIOUS RESERVOIRS. 


Th* U*» to Which Baobab Treeo Are 
Put In Africa. 

People of the Kordofnn province, 
Africa, use baobab trees ns reservoir* 
for the scanty water of that district 
Tho trees have to be prewired care- 
fully for this use. The lurge branches 
are first cut off near the trunk If this 
Is not done the trunk 1 h apt to split ns 
soon ns It Is hollowed out. A hole is 
cut In the trunk, generally Just above 
n branch, which serves ns u platform 
for the man who Is filling tho tree, and 
tin* Interior Is hollowed out. ltouud 
the iMtttont of tin* tree a shallow basin 
sonic twenty or thirty feet In diameter 
Is made, in which the rainwater col 
loots As soon as there is a storm the 
people go out und fill their trees. Tho 
water so stored remains |*orfoctly good 
until the end of the next hot wonther 
or even longer. A few trees, naturally 
hollow, have n hole at the top between 
the branches and fill themselves, the 
branches catching the water und act- 
ing as gutters. These are called “In 
gnl,” and are highly valued. 

The system gives a cistern twenty 
feet high und from eight to ten feet <-r 
even more in diameter. Owing to tin* 
laln>r luvolved ill preparing and lining 
the trees water Is usually bought ati-l 
sold, and on the main roads where 
there Is much trntllc, ns between Nn 
hud and Jel*el ol Ililla on the way to 
El l-'nsber. the capital of Darfur, the 
people do a regular trade by supplying 
merchants nnd travelers with water. 

The bucket, called a “dllwu.” eon 
slsts of a piece of leather suspended 
by strings six luches long, from a piece 
of wood tK*nt In a elrr-ln. to which the 
rope used f t# drawing the water Is 
fastened by three or four strings. On 
reaching the bottom of the well the 
leather opens out and collects the wa- 
ter, however little there may la*.— Chi 
cago News.

When Marshall Sued Old Haakln 
Smiled. When the Caee Was Wen and 
Ferment Claimed He Laughed, hut 
When the Climax Came He Wilted. 

Chief Justice John Marshall's first 
caw as u lawyer was tried in Fau 
*ju»cr county. Vu. It was the suit of 
« din versus Iluskln. and the descend- 
ants of ihe great interpreter of the 
‘oui'lmtlon delight to this day to tell 
<»f tin* subtle strategy whereby the 
budding Jurist achieved victory over 
that cn.sc hardened deadbeat of a II as- 
k!n jicrson. 

This same Ilaskln. It appears, was a 
man possessed of property. But be 
was also possessed of a shrewd knowl- 
edge of tbe law. He kept all he had 
in bis wife’s name, excepting what the 
statute exempted from seizure for 
debt. 

In an evil and absenrmlnded mo- 
ment Cohn, who ran a general store 
In nnskln's neighborhood, trusted him 
for sagnr and coffee to the amount of 
f 11 . This wns years before the erup- 
tion ef young Marshall Into the law, 
nnd In tho Interim Oohn had given the 
claim for collection to every young 
lawyer In the county to cut his teeth 
on. Swiftly following Marshall's un- 
furling of his shingle to the Fanquler 
winds came Cohn with his claim. 
Even the callow attorney recognized 
it as a veteran among claims. How- 
ever. having nothing else to while 
ewny the time, he took the case, Cohn 
promising him nil he could get out of 
It, which showed Cohn’s valuation of 
It ns nn asset 

Young Marshall promptly brought 
suit at which naskln smiled. When 
Judgment was obtained, Marshall rode 
out in person to Haskin's place and 
demanded payment at which Haakln 
laughed. 

And while Haskln chuckled tbe keen 
eye of the young lawyer wandered 
about tbe farmyard. He saw one plow, 
which, was exempt under the law; also 
•ne harrow, also exempt; aleo a hugs 
levin than of a pig drowsing lastly In a 
pen— a very Gargantua of a pig. 

“That's the only pig I got" volun- 
teered Iiaskln, reading the lawyer's

MUST CARRY GOOD WATCHES 

Railroad Men Are Compelled to Uaa 
Accurate Timepieces. 

It may be news u> iiiuny that tbe 
watch of the railroad man is as nec- 
essary In modern railroading as the 
air brake. Without accurate time- 
keeping there would probably be more 
accidents titan If there were no air 
brakes. The train dispatcher starts a 
train at a certain time; he halts It at 
certain stations at certain times; he 
side tracks it for n period of varying 
length; the watch of the conductor on 
the side trucked train must agree with 
the watch of the conductor on tho ex- 
press to which he had to give way; 
each station master along the road 
checks the time of every fndn that 
stops or tlies past. 

In order that there may be agree- 
ment among all these railroad men 
there must obviously be not only time- 
pieces. but accurate timepieces. There 
must nlso be some means of Inspect- 
ing the timepieces to see If they nro 
accurate and if they agree with some 
standard. The railroad man Is there- 
fore compelled to buy not simply an 
ordinary watch of reasonable value, 
but a particularly good watch, a time- 
piece which Is adjusted to beat, cold 
and at least three positions. These 
three positions are pendant up. as 
carried in the ;»ocket: dial up and dial 
dowti. Such an Instrument will not 
vary more than thirty seconds a week, 
which is a good dt-ul more accurato 
than many scientific Instruments of 
precision used In laboratories. Even 
human pronenesa to error Is consid- 
ered in this matter of choosing a good 
railroad watch, for a lever set watch 
to preferred to the pendant set watch 
because there to Just the chance that 
the stem of the pendant set may not 
be pushed back after setting through 
an oversight. 

On one great line alwut 5.000 
watches, worth on an average of $25 
apiece (a low average), are used. If 
we take into consideration the number 
of watches that are used on other 
roads throughout the country It to 
evident that the value must run up 
Into hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

In order that the watch may be kept 
np to a regular standard it roust be 
Inspected regularly. There to not only 
a general time Inspector on most rail- 
roads. but a staff of local inspectors 
who are placed nlong the road at con- 
venient points and to whom the men 
may resort when they wish to com- 
pare their time with the standard time 
at that plnce. Once every two weeks 
the railroad man submits his watch to 
■neb an Inspector, usually a Jeweler 
or watchmaker by profession. 

The Inspector gives his expert opin- 
ion on the condition of the timepiece. 
If it needs cleaning he says so and 
does It; If It to fast or slow he regu- 
lates It, and not until It to running 
with sufficient accuracy to it allowed 
to escape from his care. A watch's 
record Is kept ns If it were n thief. So 
far as repulring goes, the railroad man 
to under no compulsion, lie need not 
band over his watch to any particular 
watchmaker or inspector for repair, 
but he can give it to any watchmaker 
In whom he has confidence. It must, 
however, be submitted to the In- 
spector before It can be used In actual 
service. 

That no favoritism to shown In tbe 
matter of watches to evident In tbe 
fact that no less than eight dif- 
ferent manufacturers supply railroad 
watches.— Scientific American. 

Making the Chances Even. 

In days when tavern brawls In Eng- 
land were frequent and swords were 
out on the slightest provocation com- 
mon fairness demanded that the blades 
of chance combatants should be of 
equal length. In a sudden affray 
there would be no thought of measur- 
ing swords, so the authorities took the 
matter Into their own bands at the 
gates of the city of London, where 
every gallant was liable to be chal- 
lenged. and If the public official found 
any blade beyond thirty-six Inches the 
smith stood by to snap off the steel to 
the required length. In Queen Eliza- 
beth’s reign this was the common 
practice.

TVto Drazil Nut Trxi. 

In the district watered hy rho river 
Amazon nre many varieties of trees, 
the most Important being the Brazil 
nut tree, sometimes 100 to 130 feet In 
height, with horizontal branches, the 
ends of which hang like great ro[>cs. 
The smooth cylindrical trunk has a 
circumference of twelve to seventeen 
feet at a height of fifty feet from 
tho ground. The evergre*-n elongated 
leaves, made tough by nature to with 
stand the tropical heat of the region, 
give the tree an attractive appearance, 
enhanced In the flowering season hy 
Inrge hunches of yellow blossoms 
growing like ears of corn. After the 
flowering the fruit l3 formed In the 
Minpe of fairly large sc* d vessels.com 
nionly called pods, which vary In size 
nnd contain from fifteen to twenty 
nuts, closely adhering.
